Bill No. 88 of 1970 

A Bill to authorise payment and appropriation of certain sums from and 
out of the Consolidated Fund of the State of West Bengal for the ser¬ 
vices of the financial year 1970-71. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty-first Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: — 

1. This Act may be called the West Bengal Appropriation (No. 2) 
Act, 1970. 

2 From and out of the Consolidated Fund of the State of West Bengal 
there may be paid and applied sums not exceeding those specified in 
column 3 of the Schedule amounting in the aggregate [inclusive of the 
sums specified in column 3 of the Schedule to the West Bengal Appro¬ 
priation (Vote on Account) Act, 1970 and of the sums specified in column 
3 of the Schedule to the Order mad^ by the President on the 14th day of 
July, 1970 under article 357 of the Constitution and published with the 
notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Finance No. 
S.O. 2442 of the said date] to the sum of four hundred and fifty-nine 
crores, eighty-six lakhs and thirty-three thousand rupees towards defray¬ 
ing the several charges which w fil come in course of payment during the

2. The Bill will be introduced in the Lok Sabha immediately after 
tha Demands for Grants, for the expenditure of the Government of 
the State of West Bengal for the year 1970-71 have been voted.
